exaniple: The department — of _ the 
Rhone, which comprises the city of 
Lyons, electa 12 deputies. In 1919 the 
total vote polled was 154,308; that total 
divided by the number of seats to be 
filled, 12. produced he quoient, 12,859. 

Tha “National Block” ticket in the 
Rhone polled 58,000 votts, the Radicals 
37,800, the Socialists 38,600, a ticket of 
war veterans 12800, and” there were 
about 7009 scattering votes, The four 
highest candidates on the “National 
Block” ticke were declared elected by 
the quoficnt, as the total of that ticket 
contained the quoticht four times; the 
Socialists were entitled to three and the 
Radicale to two, leaving three, seats 
open. The new electoral law provides 
that when there are seats left over the 
calculations on the basis of the quotient 
have been made, they go to the ticket 
having the highest average vote. In 
this case it was the “National Block” 
that was highest, and seven of its can-]}. 
didates were declared elected. 

Form New Party 
In this department this year, the 
Socialists and Radicals have formed as 
coalition. If they should together poll 
the total of the votes cast for their two 
tickets last year they would have an 
absolute majority, and carry the whole 
twelve sents of the department. That 
is what they hope to-do, but a new and 
uncertain element in the field this year 
is the Somumunist ticket, No_ one 
knows exactly how great a proportion of 
the Socialista went over to the Com- 
munista, but if, a4 frequently estimated, 
the defections are more than 50 per cent 
the coalition would. barely equal the 
strength of the “National Block.” and, 
there being no absolute majority, the 
seats would be distributed by‘ appli- 
cation of the quotient and the highest 
average vote. . 

The Socislista and Radicals caleu- 
late that they lost together 105 seats 
from the application of this law in 1919, 
and they hope to get them all back 
through their coalition this year,

Honore de Balzac is regarded bg 
the most learned and astute crtics of 
literature throughout the world as the 
world’s greatest novelist. He #on that 
rank through his ability as a thinker.

Arrested in ‘Toronta On 
Charge of Illegally En- 
tering the U.S. . - 











(Special to The Intelligencer) 

Toronto, May 14.—A. H. Pepall 
was to-day arrested on a charge of 
illegally cntering the United 
States.

Admits Being Present when 
Bank Car Was Attack- 
ed In Montreal 


TWOINAUTO , 


Declares Random Shot Caus

Montreal, May 15.—A confession 
signed by Ciro Nieri, alias Niegro, 
in which he states that he and Sera- 
finl were in the fleeing bandit car 
from which the Banque de Hochel- 
aga chaufleur, Henri* Cleroux, was 
shot to death in the course of the 
holdup affray of April 1st last, was 
laid before the Grand Jury yester- 
day, it is stated on good authority 
to-day. Serafini stoutly denies hav- 
ing anything to do with the holdup, 
and further declares that even if he 
is sent up for capital punishment he 
will not give information of any char 
acter whatever to the Crown, 

According to the confession of 
Nieri, either he or Sergfini fired the 
shot that killed the chauffeur, They 
were shooting at random he states, 
to frighten the driver and to prevent 
him from putting up a fight, but did 
not intend to kill. It was a stray 
bullet which was supposed to have 
been aimed high to miss the « oceu- 
pants of the bank car which caused 
Cleroux’s death, but according to the 
statement, Nieri is unable to say 
irom whose gun the bullet proceed- 
ed. . 

Three other men besides Nieri and 
Serafini were in the actual holdup 
according to the confession. These 
are the man Parello held in Platts- 
burgh on extradition proceedings, 
and two others Salvatori and Areno 
who are still at large having escap- 
ed the police net to date. 

«After the holdup the money. was 
divided into ten‘equal parts and 
handed to the ten accomplices who 
are” mentioned by Neiri as _ being 
Frank, Morel, Gambino, Davis, Va- 
ientino, Areno, Salvatori, Parelli, 
Serafini and Neiri himself. 

According to a reliable informant 
to-day the alleged confession was 
typewritten by Crown Prosecutor 
Calder himself and subsequently 
signed by Neiri.

Beginning with the early poets, 
the Vedas, Dr. McFadyen traced the 
religious history ofthat country 
from’ the early purity and simplic- 
ity of their religion with their be- 
lief in one God to the later dark 
tragic superstition and idolatry.. 

Gradually the, bright, happy na- 
ture of their worship changed to 
pessimism and despair. The doc- 
trine of transmigration did much to 
drag them down ‘to despondency: 

Each phase-in-the downward pro- 
gress ,was illustrated by a song, the 
contrast between the bright happy 
hymns of the Veda and the mourn- 
ful cadences of the Hymn to Trans- 
migration being very. vivid. 

Later came the Mohommadan in- 
vasion bridging a new note in the 
music. The Mohommadan “Call to 
Prayer,” sung by Prof. McFadyen, 
was most impressive. 

As a contrast to the weird Indian 
music the singers rendered a Jewish 
setting of Psalm 126 and two Chris- 
tian hymns, one in Hindi and;one in 
Marathi, also two African melodies.) 
A Parsee hymn was also rendered.

FOUND IN GARAGE 
- DEAD SOME HOURS 


‘Sad Suicide of William 
Lindstrom Discovered by 
Wife This Morning 


Leaving his home at 118 Chatham 
Street between If p.m. and midnight 
yerterday, in working clothes and car- 
tying hig dinner bucket. Herbert Wil- 
Jiam Lindstrom, 40. told his wife that 
he was going to work at the C.N.R- 
Shops where he is awitch tender: 

“At 11.40 today Mrs. Lindstrom found 
him lying in the corner of his zaraze 
on his back, with hig knees up. He 
was rigid and dead. having hanged 
himself with a small clothesline no 
thicker than a lead pencil. He used 
a single strand, except where it was 
tied to the cross beam at the top of

Cobourz, May 20—Gamckeeper Wil- 
liam John Crossen, who was arrested 
Sunday on the charge of wounding by 
shooting Edward Rowe of Cobourg, 





and later admitted to bail, was rear- 
rested yesterday afternoon on instruc- 
tions {rom the Attorney-General’a De- 
partment at Toronto. He is now charg- 
ed with attempting to commit murder. 
He.appeared before Magistrate Flood 
yesterday afternoon and was remand. 
ed until May 27. 

No application for bail will be en- 
tertained until it is known definitely 
what the outcome of the injuries to 
the two men will be. Word was re- 
ceived from Toronta that McCrodan 
was in such a serious condition that 
it was decided to take his ante-mor- 
tem statement at 6 o'clock last even- 
ing at Wellesley Hospital. As no such 
statement is taken unless the patient 
himself knows “he is in immediate 
fear of death’’ it is’ sufficient evidence 
of the serious nature of McCrodan‘s 
injuries, Later word came last even- 
ing that the statement was not taken 
at the appointed hour, on the advice 
of the attending physicians, and be- 
cause Mr- McCrodan minintained that 
he was not going to dic. Iast night 
his physicians reported that Mr, Rowe 
was doing as well as could be expected 
although the wound in his leg may

Toronto, May 20.—Mr., McCrodan, 
although euffering acutely from — his 
wound, yesterday told the story of his 
misadventure. He said: 

“We had heard-there was a good place 
to fish near Baltimore, just north of 
Cobourg, and we got up early and were 
out there at about 4 o'clock. It was 
just a lark. It was about 5 o'clock 
when the thing happened. 

“The first thing we knew a™voice 
above us called out, ‘How is the fish- 
ing?” and looking up, we saw a man 
mith @ shotgun. 

“‘Throw down your poles,’” he order- 


ed, and we did so. 

“‘Come up heré, he ordered, and 1 
started up. ,but Edward Rowe of Co- 
bourg, who was » little farther away, 
started to walk off without another 
word, the keeper put up his gun and 
shot I didn't know at the time he had 
hit him. 

“The man ordered me to walk ahead 
of him, and to go toward the house, and 
I did as I was told I hadn't gone fifteen 
feet when he shot me.

If the quantity fed is not 
more than what the horse can cat in 
two hours, the stomach and {ntestincs 
can accommodate it for full and pro- 
Der digestion, If the quantity of hay 
and oats is such as to keep the horse 
eating continuously (most horses ara 
sluttuns), feed will be forced through 
the stomach and intestines too quick- 
ly to permit of proper and full satur- 
ation with gastric juice, hence the 
wasteful practice of having hay. be- 
fore the horse all the time when he 
is standing in the stable. There is 
no absorption from the stomach of 
the horse, this function being per- 
formed by the intestines. Under nor- 
mal conditions and rational fceceding 
the food remains‘in the horse's 
stomach longs encugh for the gastric 
juices to convert 40 to 50% of the 
carbohydrates into sugar, and from 
40 to 70% of the proteins into pep- 
tones. Overeating, which causes 
overloading of stomach and duode-

The plan followe1 is.to 
molsten the frat feed with canned 
tomatoes, the second with gzgs, and 
the third with minced liver, ana then 
begin the series over again. The 
above. amount will not salsify the 
chicks’ appetite. They will create a 
great nolse at every feeding time, but 
it glvea a chance for the chick to ab- 
sorb completely the yolk in the body. 

After the frst period one should 
feed two or three times each day all

We begin giving a drinking vessel 
each of water and sour milk, when 
the chicks are about a week old. 
Many give sour milk jo drink at the 
start, but we have obtained slightly 
better reeuics by not giving the milk 
tot the frat three‘or four days.

When the chicks pass the second 
week, sprouted grains may be fed, 
also a little cracked grains, The 
shavge should.,be made gradually 
trom tomatoes, eggs and liver over 
to ‘sprouted grains, tender green 
grass, if available, and a little gral.

Curing Sweet Cloter,

down and allowed to Ile in the swach 
for about two days’ sun, and theb 
raked Into smal) windrows. If the 
Weather is dry, about three days in 
the windrow with an occasional ted- 
ding makes it ready to harvest. ir 
the weather {s catchy it is advisabic 
to coll the crop as soon as it Is raked 
up. 


Harvesting Alfalfa. * 


Alfalfa ls more easily cured than 
sweet clover, If the weather is tice 
it may be cut in the morning anu 
caked the afternoon of the fcilow.ng 
day. It must not be allowed to re- 
maln exposed to the dew too many 
nights of bleaching results. After 
Taking, If the sun shines, one more 
day In the windrow gencrally makes 
good hay, If rain threatens coli it 
up immediately and let it make In 
the coll, In any event be sure ft ts 
dry when harvested, and be careful 
Of the leaves in handling as they con- 
atitute the most valuable portion of 
the feed. 

Handling Red Clover May, 

Red clover is the common clover 
hay crop. Much of it Js allowed to 
get over-ripe because it then cures 
more easily..
